PeiHOflS in 
health, who are afc scr-vice, or aod 
otherwise employed, can easily ipHMJ 
a small matter from their weekly «l- 
lowance, which when pat mib 4tf 
coinmon stock; placed at iote«e«i| 
m'ni efibfd a ye/y coiisidi^mble'iire* 
lief to the sick and aged m«hrtMr« 
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A trifle fflsy thus yield to a con- 
tributor a very large and seasonable 
return. 

The sick and » annuity funds are 
kept Bcparate : but any gerterarroem- 
ber may subscribe to both. How- 
ever, persons wljo are sickly are eli- 
gible only to the annuity fund. All 
persons have a free choice of the se- 
veral classes in each fund. 

Persons wishing to. become mem- 
bers must appear before the manag- 
ing committee, and sign a certificate

It is proposed that the allowance 
in old age shall bear an exact pro- 
portion to the sum paid into the 
fund.- After 65 years of age, the 
payments to the fund cease, and the 
allowance commences, according to 
the following table.

I'undsueh as is above described. In 
aid of; l^ie finances, however, sub- 
AcripUons. from boporary members 
ai^e necessary to give due permapeoce 
and citlieQt to the est^bli^ment. Such 
cotilii readily be procured; and opoi] 
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the whole, I strongly recomaiend 
the system to the public atten- 
tion.
